COMPROMISES NEEDED AT LONDON PARLEY 
A few week s ago the leading world statesmen 
were discussing the London conference in terms 
of the MacDonald-Roosevelt remark — “We have 
got to mak e it succeed.” 
Today this fine sentence seems to have been 
forgotten, and the various delegates at London, 
our own included, are evidently willing to come 
to an international agreement only if they can 
do so without receding an inch from their re­ 
spective national policies. 
A short time ago they were telling us that 
agreement at London was a m atter of the high­ 
est importance. Today they are acting as if the 
conference were some vast sort of pok er game in 
which the big idea was to get all you could from 
the other fellow without giving up a thing your­ 
self. 
America talk s of general tariff reductions that 
will stimulate wnrld trade, but refuses even to 
discuss war debts and grows suddenly deaf when 
currency stabilization is mentioned. 
England also talk s of reviving international 
trade, but clings to trade agreements lik e the O t­ 
tawa pact and the recent agreements with Den­ 
mark , Argentina and the Scandinavian coun­ 
tries. France lik ewise indulges in pious talk but 


clings to her gold standard, refuses to pay a dime 
on the war debts and hints at the establish­ 
m ent of a self-contained economic unit by 
France and her colonies. Japan prepares to 
d is­ 
cu ss arm am ent reductions by insisting that she 
be permitted to build a navy as strong as any on 
earth. 
And so it goes, until one wonders whether the 
people of the world today have yet reached a 
state of mind in which im portant international 
agreement is possible. 
But it may lie that the pessimism created by 
early activities at London is not entirely justi­ 
fied. 
After all, the reasons for the calling of the 
conference are still as potent as they ever were. 
The spok esmen for the various countries k now 
that a complete failure of the present discussions 
would be nothing short of a catastrophe. An a t­ 
titude of complete intransigeance may go very 
well at the beginning, but it is quite possible that 
a general modification of it will be seen before 
the discussions are ended. 
That, at any rate, is the way most of us prefer 
to look at it. The issues at stak e at London are 
too im portant to be allowed to fall just because 
the various delegates are afraid of compromise.

TRADE IN EUROPE 


Rio de Janeiro (ZP) — Brazil­ 
ians are getting used to interna­ 
tional barter, following the offi­ 
cial coffee-wheat swap with the 
United States. 
No further official trades have 
been made but the coffee grow­ 
ers have gone out on their own 
hook 
and 
negotiated 
several 
similar transactions. 
The first was a swap of coffee 
fop German coal. This was ar­ 
ranged by German interests to 
surmount exchange difficulties..
